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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-3, 5-12, 14-16 are pending in this application. Amended claims 1-2, 5-11, 14- 
16 are noted. 

The amendment dated 8/28/06 has been entered and carefully considered. The examiner 
appreciates the amendments to the claims. In view of said amendments, the art rejections have 
been withdrawn. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3, 5-12, 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 (from which claims 2-3, 5-9 depend), the term "steep" is a relative term which 
renders the claims indefinite. The term "steep" is not defined by the claims, the specification 
does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the 
art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. However, it is unclear how 
quickly the temperature must change between the regions to constitute a "steep" thermal gradient 
in the context of the claimed invention. As such, the scope of the claims is unclear. 

In addition, the claims now require that there be a "steep thermal gradient" across the 
thickness of the organic material between the first and second regions "that protects all but 
immediately vaporizing material from the temperature in the second region". It is not clear how 
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the protection helps one skilled in the art to determine what a steep thermal gradient is. 
Furthermore, if the protection were present, would it necessarily result in a "steep" thermal 
gradient". 

The same limitations applies to claim 10-12, 14-16. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 5-12, 14-16 are allowed. It is noted that JP '864 does teach a thermal 
gradient. However, the prior art references do not teach a "steep thermal gradient across the 
thickness of the organic material between the first and second regions that protects all but 
immediately vaporizing material from the temperature in the second region". 

Applicant should be careful in amending the instant claims as correcting the 1 12 
problems may result in reinstating the art rejections over JP '864. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/7/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the amendments correct the 1 12 problem (p. 5 4 th paragraph). 

The examiner disagrees. It is not clear how quickly the temperature must change 
between the regions to constitute a "steep" thermal gradient in the context of the claimed 
invention. Furthermore, if the protection were present, does it result in a "steep" thermal 
gradient"? There is no factual evidence provided which supports such a conclusion. 

Applicant's arguments have been considered but are not deemed persuasive. 
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Applicants amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a).
